A.2. Theſe applauded good Subjects and Foreigners 
have not ſupply'd the Government purely for its dake, 
but to promote their Own private Ad vantage; (for In- 
tereſt will not lye : ) But if they ſhou'd withdraw their 
Effects, there are others ready to ſupply their Vacan- 
cies; and it's well known, the beſt Eſtates in the Na- 
tioa are polleſs'd by ſuch as deſire a Diſſolution.

A. 5. This is an impertinent Suggeſt ion; for tis 
cvident the French King's Eye has been not ſo much upon 
our Affairs here as on a Rupture in Turty, which has 
glven him freſh Hopes, and by that means broke off 
the Negotiatioas of Peace.

Whether it may not be an Enconragement for to 
French King to throw in the P. - T upon you in the Time 
of Chuſing a New Varliament, and who are moſt like y t 
come in to his Afſiſt ance ? whether the Moaerate Church men 
and Diſſenters, or the High- Flyers and Sache verillites? 

A. 9. Should the Pretender be introduc'd into thele 
Kingdoms, it would very likely be brought about by 
the Pretender: tOMODDERATION), for Fopery ang 
Presbytery have always joyn'd together on ſuch Occa 
ſions, as at the Spamſh invation, Cc and of late wher 
K. James was on the Throne, in prcmiling the Taking 
off the Penal Laws and Teſt.

A. 10. It is not probable that a Majority will be 
choſen, ſince All, or the greater Part of the Electois 
do humbly promiſe to be more careful, and Elect Me 
of other Principles for the future: Nor can any Rea 
ſon he given why they ſhou'd Embroil the Nation, o 
Diſtra the Allies, any more than thoſe Parliam nts did 
immediately after Her Majeſty's Acceſs to the 1 hrone 


when the Fleets and Armies were as well paid as at 
any time ſince. | 


Q. 11. If this Parliament ſhould be Diſſolv'd, and ano* 
ther choſe of a different Complexion, al:ho' they ſhonld give 
Funds for proper Supplies, how wil the Money be vaiſed 
(rhe People who have the great Command of Caſh) being al- 
realy 55 terribly diſpirited ? 

A. 11. A New Parliament has the ſame Method for 
railing Supplies as any former One had; and all thoſe 
who have the great Command of the Caſh, have hither- 
to never been wanting to throw it into the Exchequer, 
if there was Occaſion; end not a Moderate Man of 'em 
all but loves Inimoderate Intereſt too well, not to take 
7 or 8 per Cent. for his Money upon good Security.

The Kings and Queens of Fngl.md have al- 
ways given Ear to the Voice of the People, and Her 
Majeſty has receiv d too many Addreſſes, not to be ju- 
ſtifted in ſuch a D ſfolution, ſhould She out of Her great 
Wiſdom think fit co comply with em. But Kings are 
accountable to none but God, and cannot Err ; which 
is an Anſwer to all Queries upon this Head. 
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
